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ENABLING BILLS 
OR SOME BOND 
INOUE PROJECTS 
BLING DRAFTED 


Some Improvements Can 
Get Under Way in 
Fall if Aldermen Ap- 
prove Legislation Be- 
fore Recess June 24. 


City officials were drafting 
plans today to expedite work on 
a number of individual projects 
in the $110,639,000 bond issue 
program for public improve- 
ments which the voters approved 
in Thursday’s special election. 

To insure a quick start on con- 
struction, ordinances were being 
drawn up for introduction in the 
Board of Aldermen at once. If 
enabling legislation required for 
issuance of bonds and appropria- 
tion of funds can be passed be- 
fore the aldermen recess for the 
summer on June 24, it will be 
possible to get some of the pub- 
lic improvements under way be- 
fore fall. 


Resurfacing of streets and al- 
leys, for which $2,000,000 is 
allocated in the bond issue pro-' 

ram, ean begin rapidly after 
the aldermen approve. 

Plans for Garbage Plant. 

Plans already have been com- 
pleted for a new garbdage- 
grinding plant to be erected a 
an addition to the plant at Fif- 
teenth and Gratiot streets. This 
unit, to cost $250,000, will re- 
place two old garbage grinders 
now operating at Forest Park 
boulevard and Vandeventer ave- 
nue. 

Another project on which con- 
struction could ‘begin soon is 
the $2,000,000 rubbish incinera- 
tor for north St. Louis. Speci- 
fications used for the incinerator 
now serving south St. Louis 
will require only minor changes. 

The $6,000,000 program for 
modernization of street lighting 
could get under way soon. And 
it is planned to lose no time in 
starting work on park and play- 
ground improvements for which 
the bond issue provides $11,000,- 
000. 
Twain Expressway Projeg 

The State Highway Depart- 
ment, which will build the Mark 
Twain, Daniel Boone and Ozark 
Expressways through the city 
and St. Louis county, is busy 
purchasing right-of-way proper- 
ty for a start on the first leg 
of the Twain artery. 

It hopes to let a contract in 
January or February for build- 
ing an elevated section extend- 
ing from Third and Locust to 
Fourth and O’Fallon -streets. 
Construction would begin next 
spring. Meanwhile, appraisers 
are surveying property needed 
for other sections of the Twain 
expressway and for the other 
two arteries. The bond issue al- 
locates $18,000,000 to defray the 
city’s half of the cost of rights- 
of-way. 

Some Projects to Be Delayed. 

Some of the projects in the 
bond issue necessarily will be 
delayed, inasmuch as surveys 
to guide expenditures or con- 
siderable preliminary planning 
will be required. One project, a 
system of flood protection works 
along an 11-mile stretch of the 
riverfront, is contingent on fed- 
eral aid and will not be started 
unless Congress votes approxi- 
mately $112,000,000 for the un- 
dertaking. 

The bond issue allocates $7,- 
547,000 to be spent by the city 
for this work if the Federal 
Government puts up the rest of 
the money. Appropriation meas- 
ures are pending in the United 
States Senate and the House of 
Representatives. 

The St. Louis Flood Control 
Association will hold a meeting 
soon to decide whether to send 
a delegation to Washington to 
press for passage, President 
Morton Meyer announced.

NEW YORK, May 28 (AP)— 
This is a plea to the person who 
stole Dr.: Arthur Briskier’s tape 
recorder: Keep the machine but 
please return the tape, which 
represents 10 years of work in 
recording unusual heart sounds. 

The New York county medical 
society said in an appeal last 
night: 

“An unsuspecting burglar may 
be the cause of a serious setback 
in the world-wide battle against 
heart disease. Ten years of in- 
tensive work in cardiovascular 
research may be whisked into 
oblivion if the person ... care- 
lessly destroys or discards the 
tapes.” . 

The recorder and tapes dis- 
appeared from Briskier’s Park 
Avenue office early in the week. 
“IT have the sounds of very un- 
usual conditions, some of which, 
I may never hear again,” the 
doctor said. 

On the four reels were the 
sounds of rheumatic hearts, hy- 
persensitive hearts, blue-baby 
hearts, heart beats, of unborn 
children and hearts with defec- 
tive valves.

PRESIDENT RESTS 
AT HIS FARM OVER 
HOLIDAY WEEKEND 


GETTYSBURG, Pa., May 28 
(UP) — President Eisenhower, 
taking advantage of the long 
Memorial day weekend, relaxed 
at his farm today. 

The Chief Executive was 
driven here yesterday by the 
Secret Service over a winding 
back road which took him past 
several Civil War battlefields. 

Before he left Washington, 
Mr. Eisenhower toured a Gov- 
ernment exhibit on the peaceful 
uses of atomic energy in the 
Library of Congress. He ex- 
pressed delight with the exhibit. 
The President was accompanied 
on the tour by Chairman Lewis 
L. Strauss of the Atomic Energy 
Commission and members of the 
Joint Congressional Committee 
on Atomic Energy. 

The display showed how 
atomic energy can be used in 
industry, agriculture and medi- 
cine. Mr. Eisenhower stopped 
occasionally to try some of the 
working models, including a 
tiny reactor. 

At a poster filled with math- 
ematical formulae, the President 
observed: “When they get 
around to this stuff, that’s where 
I drop out.”

An estimated 50 persons were 
still missing here but it is be- 
lieved many of these might be 
living with other people. 

At Sedalia, Mo., the Air Force 
Base said a hangar roof was 
damaged by tornadic winds. 
Other, reports to the Weather 
Bureau in Kansas City told of a 
house roof caving in at Wind- 
sor, Mo., with no one hurt, and 
of a hailstorm at Springfield, 
Mo. East of Higginsville, Mo., 
four houses were damaged. 

A windstorm swept across 
part of Indiana today, tearing 
roofs off houses and uprooting 
trees at Crawfordsville and Leb- 
anon. No injuries were reported.

RUSSIANS SHIFT ADMINISTRATION PROPOSES 


TACTICS; TIT0 {8 
REPORTED COLD

Blocked on Yugoslavia’s 
Return to Fold, Visi- 
tors Now Seek Aus- 
trian Type of Neu- 
trality.

Russians have fallen back to a 
second line in their talks with 


E | the Yugoslavs—an attempt to 


persuade President Josip (Tito) 
Broz to accept a role of “passive 
coexistence” in the cold war. 

Tito was said to be resisting 
the latest Soviet appeal, ad- 
vanced after the Russians failed 
to lure Yugoslavia into a quick 
return to the Moscow-led camp 
of Communist nations. 

The Russians were said to be 
pressing Yugoslavia, which was 
kicked out of Cominform in 
1948 for following a brand of 
“independent” Communism un- 
acceptable to the Kremlin, to 
adopt now an Austrian type of 
neutrality in world affairs. 

Tito told the .Russians his 
country wants to play a leading 
part in uniting nations who are 
opposed to dividing the world 
into two ideological camps, the 
informant added. 

Parley to Move to Brioni. 

Tonight Tito will give a gala 
reception at the White Palace 
in Belgrade. Afterward the top 
Russian and Yugoslav leaders 
will leave for Brioni, Tito’s se- 
cluded Adriatic island, to con- 
tinue the talks, informants said. 

Tito was an affable host, but 
he was reported turning down 
any Soviet bid for closer Com- 
munist party ties between his 
country and the Soviet Union. 

Tito beamed with self confi- 
dence but Russian delegates 
were grim today as the second 
In- 
formed sources said he told the 
Russian delegates yesterday he 
had agreed to their coming to 
Belgrade on the understanding 
that the talks would be purely 
governmental. 

Nikita S. Khrushchev, Soviet 
Communist party boss, had 
taken a “dear comrade” ap- 
proach in appealing to Yugo- 
Slavs for closer political rela- 
tions. Khrushchev holds no of- 
fice in the Soviet Government. 
Premier Bulganin and Deputy 
Premier Anastase I. Mikoyan 
accompanied him here. 

Tito apparently saw in 
Khrushchevy’s appeal an effort 
to lure him back into the Comin- 
form. He has sworn he will 
never return. 

Heavy Humor at Session. 

Tito opened today’s session 
with a pleasantry that tempo- 
rarily relaxed the tense atmos- 
phere around the conference 
table. 

“Workers have shovels,” Tito 
said pointing to several articles 
before him. “But here are our 
tools—paper and pencils.” 

Khrushchev, who had been 
sitting in silence, smiled. 

Bulganin then joined in the 
conversation, which was in Rus- 
sian. 

“You say pencils and paper 
are our tools at conference,” he 
commented. “In my case glasses 
too are necessary.” 

Informed sources said this sort 
of labored humor continued for 
several minutes. 

When the Russians arrived for 
today’s session, they were greet- 
ed at the top of the stairway 
leading to the conference room 
with a silved tray loaded with 
glasses of vodka, slivovitz and 
tomato juice. 

Editorial Comment. 

Informed opinion here that 
Tito is buying only a part of 
Khrushchev’s ideas was bolstered 
last night by an editorial in 
Borba, the Yugoslav Communist 
party newspaper. 

In the first comment on the 
speech Khrushchev, made when 
he arrived Thursday, Borba said 
Yugoslav public opinion  ap- 
proved his remarks that the Bel- 
grade meeting should contribute 


to better relations between the | 


two countries. 

Yugoslavia also accepted that 
part of the speech which stressed 
the development of relations on 
a basis of “independence, non- 
interference in internal affairs 
and respect for sovereignty,” the 
newspaper added. s 

But Borba pointedly made no 
reference to Khrushchev’s party 
line appeal for “political consoli- 
dation.” Referring repeatedly to 
the intergovernmental nature of 
the conference, the newspaper 
added with sharp significance. 

“Our policy is against links 
with any ideological bloc.” 

Borba said Yugoslavia has 
“created and will further de- 
velop very close relations with 
the Western powers and other 
countries in Europe, America 
and other continents.” It added 
that Belgrade’s links with its 
Balkan alliance partners—Tur- 
key and Greece—would be ex- 


panded.

Mrs. Hobby had not handed in 
her resignation and “there is 
nothing before us” to indicate 
Folsom has been chosen as her 
successor. 

Recently Mrs. Hobby has been

Two Members of TVA 
Board Say Changes 
Would ‘Create Serious 
Problem,’ but Chair- 
man Defends Them. 


WASHINGTON, May 28 (AP) 
—The Administration has pro- 
posed 23 limitations and changes 
in a Tennessee Valley Authority 
plan to end its dependence on 
appropriations by § financing 
power expansion through sale 
of its own bonds. 

The three-man board of direc- 
tors of TVA disclosed the sug- 
gested revisions yesterday in a 
letter to the Senate and House 
Public Works Committees. 

Two of the three directors 
said the changes, drawn by the 
Budget Bureau, “would create 


serious problems for TVA.” The 
third, chairman Herbert D. 
Vogel, found them in the public 
interest and said they “will pre- 
sent no serious obstacles or re- 
strictions.” 

Some of Proposals. 
Among the major changes 

proposed are these: 

A limit of $750,000,000 
on the bonds to be outstand- 
ing at any time. The TVA 
plan called for the size of the 
issues to be determined “by 
the need for new facilities.” 

2. A requirement that TVA 

power rates reflect both in- 
terest payments and annual 
principal reduction on the 
Federal Government's invest- 
ment in power facilities. The 
TVA plan included an inter- 
est provision but said the ap- 
propriations invested “might 
be reduced from time to time 
by payments ... from surplus 
revenues.” 

The Budget Bureau pro- 
poses that the annual reduc- 
tion of the investment be 
equal to the yearly deprecia- 
tion. It also struck a TVA- 
written phrase that power 
charges should be based on 
“the objective that power shall 
be sold at rates as low as are 
feasible.” 

3. Stipulations that the 
projects to be built with bond 
revenues be subject to ap- 
proval by Congress and the 
President and that the form 
and timing of the bond issues 
be controlled by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 

Necessary Bureau Says. 

The budget bureau said its 
recommendations were necessary 
to preserve presidential and 
congressional control over TVA. 

Representative Joe Evins

Representative Walter 
Says Liberalizing 
Changes Requested by 
President Will Be De- 
feated. 


WASHINGTON, May 28 (UP) 
—Chairman Francis E. Walter 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, of the 
House Immigration subcommit- 
tee predicted today that Con- 
gress will reject President Eisen- 
hower’s proposed changes in the 
refugee law. 

Walter said that he, for one, 
is convinced the law's intent— 
to give victims of Communist 
and Nazi tyranny a haven in 
this country—can be achieved 
without any changes at all. 

The President told Congress 
in submitting his 10 amendments 
yesterday that the revisions are 
needed to reaffirm America’s 
“great tradition of sanctuary” 
and to speed up the lagging re- 
lief program. 

Cut-Down Version, 


The law, a cut-down version 
of what he originally asked for, 
authorizes the admission before 
the end of next year of up to 
214,000 refugees and other 
aliens ip excess of the regular 
immigration quotas. 

Walter, co-author of the Mc- 
Carran-Walter immigration law, 
said the sentiment of the House 
was demonstrated when the 
President’s message was. met 
with silence and members ap- 
plauded his (Walter’s) speech 
criticizing it. 

(The Associated Press quoted 
Walter as saying, “I don’t think 
it will ever be considered, and 
I doubt if it will ever come up 
in the House.’’) 

Senator Arthur V. Watkins 
of Utah, senior Republican on 
the Senate Immigration subcom- 
mittee, told reporters he is sure 
Congress will approve the Pres- 
ident’s request. 

But he cautioned his fellow 
sponsors to use restraint in call- 
ing for “liberalization” of the 
act.. If sincere, he said, they 
will limit themselves to the Pres- 
ident’s proposals and “not load 
it (a bill) down with amend- 
ments that would kill it.”

WASHINGTON, May 28 (AP) 
— Representative Harold ‘DD. 
Cooley (Dem.), North Carolina, 
said today he has received re- 
ports that some United States 
surplus food sent abroad for re- 
lief has been “thrown in the 
oeean,’ and in one cdse was 
distributed as a gift of the Ro- 
man Catholic clergy rather than 
the American people. 

Cooley, chairman of the House 
Agriculture C ittee, asked 
Assistant Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Earl L. Butz at a hearing on 
farm surplus disposal operations 
what he knew about the reports. 

Butz replied that he had 


row over the ouster of Edward 
J. Corsi, State Department immi- 
gration consultant, said there 
was “no doubt this focused at- 
tention ‘on the need for liberal- 
ization of the program.” 

Corsf ‘had charged that the 
law was being “sabotaged” from 
within the State Department.

(“The real reason people aren't 
moving is because there are no 
refugees,” he told the Associated 
Press, adding that the German 
quota is current with visas avail- 
able to any German wanting to 
emigrate.) 

State Department Figures. 

Latest State Department fig- 
ures show that 3313 refugees, 
17,334 relatives of United States 
citizens and 713 orphans actually 
have entered the United States. 
As of May 20, 30,652 visas had 
been issued—8045 for refugees, 
21,552 for relatives and 1055 for 
orphans,

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POLIO VACCINE 
PROGRAM MAY 
GET UNDER WA 
AGAN NEXT WEEK 


Scheele Says Second- 
Round Shots Goal 
May Be Attained — 
Some Supplies to Be 
Released Shortly. 


WASHINGTON, May 28 (AP) 
—The stalled anti-polio inocula- 
tion program“Showed signs today 
of getting set to roll again, per- 
haps next week. 

Surgeon General Leonard A. 
Scheele said late yesterday the 
program may yet reach its im- 
mediate goal—completion of sec- 
ond shots of the Salk vaccine for 
9,000,000 school children before 
the late summer peak of the 
polio season. A third “booster” 
shot. is contemplated, but this 
would ‘not come until seven 
months later. 

Scheele said at a press confer- 
ence it appeared “quite certain” 
that some vaccine supplies—held 
back for nearly three weeks for 
extra safety checks—would be 
released next week. He said 
Public Health Service. approval 
of further supplies would follow 
“progressively thereafter.” 

‘Very Optimistic.’ 

Earlier, the surgeon general 
had told the House Commerce 
Committee he was “very opti- 
mistic” now and that he expects 
the inoculations to “go forward 
rapidly” after new vaccine re- 
leases. 

It was the acceptance by six 
vaccine manufacturers of tighter 
production and testing standards 
that cleared the way for re- 
sumption of the mass immuniza- 
tion of first and second graders 
—a*program for which the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis is picking up the tab. 

These revised standards, most- 
ly technical in nature, were de- 
scribed by Dr. James Shannon 
as providing for more heat to 
kill any live virus, and for 
“more frequent testing, more 
sensitive testing” than has been 
the requirement up to now. 

Dr. Shannon, assistant director 
of the National Institutes of 
Health, said the stiffer require- 
ments—worked out by a commit- 
tee of scientists—now contain a 
“safety factor that was not there 
before.” 

New Requirement. 

One new requirement, he ex- 
plained, involves tests after the 
vaccine has been poured into dis- 
pensing bottles ready for ship- 
ment. 
certain no living polio virus has 
gotten in after other tests. 


The additional testing safe- | 
guards, Drs. Scheele and Shan- | 
non said, should not ,add very | 
much to production time after. 
the program gets going full 


blast. 


Scheele, who heads the Public | 


Health Service, said the vaccine 
expected to be cleared next week 
would be supplies already dis- 
tributed, but frozen when the 
inoculations were halted three 
weeks ago for safety rechecking 
after some youngsters who had 
received shots came down with 
polio. 

One of the surgeon general’s 
aids said not all of this vaccine 
had been used. It involves lots 
made by the Pitman-Moore Co., 
Zionsville, Ind., and Wyeth Inc., 
Marietta, Pa. Other lots from 
two other makers, Parke, Davis 
& Co., Detroit, and Eli Lilly & 
Co., Indianapolis, had been re- 
cleared earlier. 

Scheele said yesterday his 
technical advisers who make 
clearance recommendations were 
impressed by Pitman-Moore and 
Wyeth production and testing 
records and by reports on the 
“excellent condition of their 
plants and the competence of 
their technical staff.” 

A Wyeth spokesman § said 
Thursday there was a consider- 
able amount of unused vaccine 
among stocks his firm had dis- 
tributed. A Pitman-Moore ex- 
ecutive said he did not know 
how much of the 700,000 shots 
his company had sent out had 
been used. 

Considering the production 
time factor, it appeared unlikely 
. that enough fresh vaccine could 
be available to finish the im- 


ond graders by the end of this 
school term. Some schools have 
already been dismissed for the 
summer.

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The Liberated Satellite 

Nikita Khrushchev said one thing he un- 
doubtedly meant while Russian leaders were 
flashing smiles in Belgrade. The Soviet Com- 
munist party boss stated that the Kremlin's 
present leaders are sincerely sorry for the 
1948 break with Yugoslavia. ' 

That rupture six years ago was a serious Soviet 
error, It permitted a Western diplomatic gam- 
ble which has so far paid off in Marshal Tito’s 
independence and in the Soviet overtures to 
him. The history of the affair is also revealing 
in light of more recent talk of “liberating” Rus- 

\ \ 
sian satellites. 

Americans will recall that after World War II 
our attitude toward Communist Yugoslavia was - 
one of bitter and natural hostility. Tito’s forces 
had shot down United States planes and com- 
mitted other provocative acts. There seemed to 
be little room for anything like good relations 
with Belgrade. 

- * * 

When the Comintern suddenly branded Tito a 
heretic; the United States was confronted with 
both an opportunity and a risk. Should we assist 
Tito’s Communist government to independence 
from Russia, or should we refrain from fear of 
a possible reconciliation between the two? 

In former President Truman’s Cabinet, Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson argued strongly for 
taking the risk of aiding Tito. Secretary of De- 
fense Louis Johnson was reported opposed. A 
number of Congressmen and some newspapers 
were critical of the Acheson plan. The course 
from adamancy to adaptability seemed almost 
too much to take. 

Mr. Truman made the decision. The results 
followed in the space of two more years: a set- 
tlement of disputes, a shipment of a steel plant, 
economic and then military aid. 

With these measures the United States in ef- 
fect bet that Yugoslav national interest de- 
manded freedom from Russia, and that na- 
tional interest would prove more decisive in the 
long run than ideological ties. 

. . * 7 

The policy has succeeded to date. Just this 
week Secretary of State John Foster Dulles told 
a House committee that continued aid to Tito 
was a “reasonable gamble.” He added that the 
unusual and personal approach to Tito by 
Khrushchev and Bulganin “is bound to have a 
profound effect throughout the Soviet zone.” 

If, however, the United States in 1948 had 
continued to think of Tito in terms of personal 
prejudice, had listened to those counseling ex- 
cessive caution, or had pursued into the future 
an inflexible policy based on an unchangeable 
past, Yugoslavia might not have become an 
orphan in the Communist storm. 

If, in fact, the Yugoslav question had been 
debated with the prejudice and vehemence with 
which the Red China question has been debated 
since, a reasonable policy might have become 
im possible. 

Nobody can say what other satellite may some 
day find that its national interest is more im- 
portant than ideological solidarity with Moscow. 
Yugoslavia only proves that it can happen. The 
United States should be prepared with a flexible 
and realistic diplomacy.

Business and School Needs 
The wide discrepancy between academic sal- 
aries and salaries paid by industry is seriously re- 
ducing the quality of instruction in our schools.

of the Cleveland school system, President Asa S. 
Knowles of the University of Toledo, Dr. How- 
ard Meyerhoff, executive director of the Scien- 
tific Manpower Commission, and others. 

Industry demands more and better trained 
graduates yet draws away from the schools those 
who might develop competent young men and 
young women, said Dr. Schinnerer. “It is killing 
the goose that lays the golden eggs. There are 
not enough poor teachers to go around.” 

The result is not-only bad teaching, but also 
a very marked decline in such “difficult” sub- 
jects as mathematics, the sciences and foreign 
languages. What starts in high school continues 
in college. 

So far as colleges are concerned, business 
itself is taking on a larger degree of responsi- 
bility. Only a few years ago Fortune showed that 
most corporations were taking scant advantage 
of the tax credits available to them for contri- 
butions to education. Now there is a developing 
pattern of such gifts: some on a matching basis, 
some to state-wide college groups to be divided 
among their member schools, some to specific 
schools for specific purposes, and some with no 
conditions attached. 

The latter type is most welcomed by college 
administrators. It helps them to meet changing 
needs, and it is most likely to provide better sal- 
aries for teachers and, so, better teachers. 


 . 
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The Sewer District’s First Year 

As the Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer District 
moves toward the close of its first fiscal year a 
few citizens may conclude that most of its ac- 
complishments are in the filing cabinet. 

For example, the District's report of activities 
indicates it is “studying” one thing, “inventory- 
ing’ another, “planning” still another. It speaks 
of policies “under development.” The paper 
work is piling up. But despite this activity the 
agency still has not taken over operation and 
maintenance of a single sewer. Not only that, it 
is unable to say when it will do so. 

Since the people of St. Louis and St. Louis 
county created the District to combat the health 
menace and economic blight resulting from the 
area-wide sewer problem they have every right 
to ask: What has happened to the District? When 
will planning and study give way to concrete ac- 
tion in the™field? 

The answer to the first question is clear 
enough. Much of the first-year engineering, con- 
struction and financing program was held up 
while the District’s legality was tested in the 
Missouri Supreme Court. Then, after waiting 
some six months for the decision, the District 
suffered a blow where it hurt—the pocketbook. 
The Court upheld the District's validity all right, 
but declared its method of financing unconstitu- 
tional. 

District financing was based originally on the 
property tax. Fortunately the agency enjoyed 
power to charge householders and other users for 
sewer maintenance and operation. Yet the me- 
chanics of accomplishing this are easier said 
than done. 

Among other things the District is faced with 
such sticky questions as how it can fairly meas- 
ure the extent of its service to individual users 
who do not have water meters, and then how 
it will be able to collect for its services. 

The District has had since January to work 
out thesé problems and to set up a schedule of 
use charges. Without them it will gradually go 
bankrupt. A year from now the taxes it col- 
lected before the Court called a halt will be ex- 
hausted. 

Without substantial new income the agency 


not only will be unable to take over sewer oper- 
ation and maintenance; it also may be forced to 
curtail development ofsubdistricts for construc- 
tion of new sewers, and it will be unable to pay 
its planners. That should call for concrete 
action and soon. 


Fulbright vs. Capehart Again 

If the Senate Banking Committee’s report on 
the Fulbright stock market investigation encour- 
ages federal officials to move promptly and bold- 
ly against any new symptoms of excessive stock 
speculation, it will have sérved a valuable 
purpose. 

The committee majority says the Federal Re- 
serve Board did not increase margin require- 
ments far enough last January. It is probably 
right, for, as it says, the Board in effect admitted 
the inadequacy of the first boost by imposing a 
second one in April. 


But the committee is making its judgment 
after the fact, while the Federal Reserve Board 
had to act before anybody could tell whefher a 
10 per cent or a 20 per cent increase in margins 
would be enough. The committee notably re- 
frains from indicating what it thinks margins 
ought to be now. Its argument with the Board 
over what they jshould have béen in January 
may have some historical interest, but it does 
not really settle anything. 


Should another speculative flurry hit the 
stock market the Board would again have to 
meet the situation according to its own judg- 
ment at the time. The people must hope that this 
judgment will be sound, and above all that it 
will be based upon a firm determination to hold 
speculative excesses in check. 


Given such a determination, Administration 
officials also should pay serious attention to the 
committee’s other recommendations—chiefly, for 
a closer check on diversion of bank loans to 
stock speculation, for a curb on abuses in the 
sales of certain Canadian stocks, uranium and 
other “penny” stocks, and for closer regulation 
of unlisted stocks. 


These suggestions seem temperate enough, 
and certainly do not justify the Capehart-led 
minority’s charge that the Fulbright inquiry 
was “political in nature and intended to weaken 
the confidence of the people in the Administra- 
tion of President Eisenhower.” 


If Senator Capehart really wants to maintain 
that public confidence, he can do more by throw- 
ing his weight on the side of checking excessive 
speculation than by smearing Senator Fulbright’s 
fair and responsible investigation of the subject.

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To Keep the Weekend Toll Down 


This year and. for the second successive year, 
the Memorial Day weekend is a three-day holi- 
day. The National Safety Council estimates that 
from 6 p.m. Friday until midnight Monday there 
will be 40,000,000 motor vehicles on the road as 
vacationists and other pleasure seekers take ad-- 
vantage of the holidays. Of those who set forth, 
the Safety Council predicts that 360 will die in 
traffic accidents. The toll last year was 362, 
which was 22 above the estimate. 

It would indeed be noteworthy if the Safety 
Council estimate for this year could be proved 
too high when’ the clock strikes 12 on Monday 
night. This might well be accomplished with lit- 
tle effort and no hardship by more persons fol- 
lowing the golden rule of the road—give the 
other driver the right of way. 
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Clearing the Criminal Docket 

The St. Louis Cireuit Judges have belatedly 
come around to the sound view that the way to 
tackle the distressing high backlog of criminal 
cases here is to put another judge on the job. 
About two years ago a grand jury urged this 
same step, although the jurors thought two addi- 
tional judges were needed, not one. 

For the moment, however, the pressing ques- 
tion is how quickly the single additional trial 
judge can be obtained and put to work. The 
backlog of cases now stands at more than 800, 
which is just about what it was when the grand 
jury looked into the situation in the latter part 
of 1953. Clearly the three existing trial divisions 
have been unable to handle the load. 

Evidently the St. Louis judges hope that the 
Missouri Supreme Court will assign a judge here 
on a loan or temporary basis from an outstate 
circuit. But how long will this last? And is the 
addition of just one judge going to be sufficient 
to clear the log-jam? 

Under the Constitution defendants in criminal 
cases are entitled to a “speedy and public” trial. 
There is nothing speedy about the judicial 
process in St. Louis. Some defendants have spent 
months awaiting trial. And in instances where 
they lacked the financial resources to make bond 
they have spent that time sitting in City Jail. 
A defendant is innocent until the state proves 
him guilty, and a long wait between charge and 
proof is intolerable. 

Missouri law requires that the criminal docket 
be given preference over the civil docket. The 
circuit judges themselves are responsible for 
seeing that this is done. This means the duty of 
the judges is clear: If the number of pending 
criminal Cases is not substantially reduced soon, 
the judges will have to close down one or more 
civil divisions and concentrate on clearing the 
criminal docket. 
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The Moon Shines Bright 


Are high federal taxes on liquor making the 
moonshine whisky business boom? Business 
Week’s scholarly report on moonshining would 
suggest that the idea is at least worth a second 
thought. The magazine says Licensed Beverage 
Industries, Inc., estimates one out of every three 
gallons of whisky consumed in the United States 
is moonshine—some 70,000,000 gallons of it a 
year. 

Moonshine is made, mostly in the South, at a 
cost of 20 to 40 cents a fifth, and is sold at 50 
cents to $4 a fifth, Business Week says, to cus- 
tomers as far away as New York, New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania. The circumstances of its pro- 
duction are as unsanitary as they are illegal: a 
dead hog or chicken is commonly thrown into the 
mash as seasoning believed to speed fermenta- 
tion. Yét the product finds such wide acceptance 
that moonshine stills are valued as high as 
$50,000 and produce thousands of gallons a day. 

“Nonpayment of taxes,” says the magazine, “‘is 
the industry's single support. If there were no 
taxes to pay the industry would fold overnight. 
The legal industry has always maintained that 
the only sure way to squash bootlegging is to 
lower taxes. If the $10.50 a gallon federal excise 
tax were dropped to $6, the industry says, legal 
liquor could be priced low enough to attract cus- 
tomers from the moonshine market, roughly half 
the price being a passing-on of taxes.” 

Here is indeed an unusual coming-together of 
problems of taxation, commerce, and public 
health. Pending a study of it by experts in those 
fields, the answer to the question of the moon- 
shine industry remains as mysterious as the noc- 
turnal orb from which it takes its name.

Sociologist once employed at boys’ training school defends 
record of former superintendent, in reply to magazine article; 
charges unfair criticism by ‘bleeding hearts’ and politicians; 
gives the other side to the issue of corporal punishment. 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


The following letter is in reply to an 
article from Woman’s Home Companion 
which was reprinted in part in the 
Mirror of Public Opinion on May 20. 
The article discussed events in 1952 
leading to a change of administration at 
Bellefontaine Farms training school for 
boys, later renamed Missouri Hills. The 
author of the letter resigned as acting 
superintendent in an altercation with 
the Board of Children’s Guardians. 


It is said an institution is but the 
lengthened shadow of a man. No won- 
der Bellefontaine Farms enjoyed the 
reputation of a model institution. For 
nearly 40 years, members of the Board 
of Children’s Guardians gave Superin- 
tendent Carl H. Soest superior service 
ratings. He deserved every bit of the 
praise bestowed upon him by Mrs. Elea- 
nor Roosevelt when she visited the 
school and expressed a desire that all 
correctional institutions could be of 
Bellefontaine’s caliber. 


If all this be true then, wherein did 
Mr. Soest’s school run into difficulty? 
Primarily, it was due to a breach of 
advice recently given by Isaac Gurman, 
when he urged the community to allow 
professionals to operate its correctional 
institutions. 


“Bleeding heart” socialites and pub- 
licity-seeking politicians can make a 
production»of the matter of corporal 
punishment, for example. However, the 
National Association of Training School 
Superintendents for years has been 
searching its soul behind closed doors 
for the answer. 


Of course, progressive schools have a 
positive program of privileges. During 
Soest’s tenure, Bellefontaine boys went 
regularly and often to the Browns’ and 
Cardinals’ games; to Muny Opera every 
Monday night. In addition, the boys an- 
nually attended the Shriner and Police 
circuses, the ice skating shows and 
other Arena and Kiel Auditorium spe- 
cialties. Bellefontaine pioneered inte- 
grated swimming groups at the height 
of the Fairgrounds park disturbance. 


But in every institution serving in- 
corrigible youth, some fail to respond to 
kindness, which they often misinterpret 
as weakness. Two alternatives are of- 
fered the administrators. Solitary con- 
finement cells, sugar-coated under the 
term of “meditation rooms,” or corporal 
punishment, which has many variations. 


Any correctional school which does 
not employ either of these methods of- 
ficially, must operate unofficially and 


viciously under the “kangaroo court” 
system. This is a hoodlum plan whereby 
cottage parents allow big boys to disci- 
pline the others; the bullies are called 
‘“dukes” and extract tribute from every 
gift box that arrives, in addition to des- 
serts, etc. 

No educated and enlightened school 
executive would tolerate the kangaroo 
court. Solitary confinement is generally 
considered abominable also. Therefore, 
corporal punishment emerges as the 
most desirable of these necessary evils. 


Mr. Soest used one of the most hu- 
mane aspects of spanking. It was known 
as a “patching” to be administered in 
the best tradition of the finest English 
boarding schools. This type of discipline 
was to be given fairly and immediately, 
and to be promptly forgotten by the cot- 
tage parent. The wide strap did not 
bruise the skin, although in appearance 
to the boy and to the layman, it was 
an awesome instrument. 


Unfortunately, cottage parents abused 
this delegated right to discipline—but 
never with the approval or implied 
sanction of Soest. In spite of intensive 
supervision of cottage parents, boys 
were occasionally abused. Such an inci- 
dent gave rise to the Bellefontaine 
blow-up. 

When a minor boys’ fist-fight broke 
out in a dormitory, the cottage father, 


» anxious fo settle the disturbance effec- 


tively, reached for his own belt and 
literally took the hide off one of the 
boys. : 

The youngster voluntarily came to the 
office the next day to complain about 
his welts and they were brutal: The 
school nurse immediately administered 
medical attention and Mr. Soest in- 
structed me to deliver without delay 
resignation papers to the offending cou- 


ple. 
The house parents, knowing Mr. Soest 
would not tolerate abuse of boys, 


agreed to resign and depart the follow- 
ing day. However, Bruno Sendlein 
grasped this opportunity to make head- 
lines as “boy-savior.”” He aroused Mrs. 
Jane Pelton (heroine of the article 
which was reprinted) and other board 
members. They took his statements as 
gospel truth. 


St. Louis can honor itself by naming 
the new Children’s Building after Mr. 
Soest. Another juvenile facility should 
be dedicated to Walter Fath, who died 
prematurely after 25 years as superin- 
tendent of Meramec Hills, girls’ correc- 
tional school.

Sedalia Builds a Symphony Orchestr 
Clyde E. Neibarger, Music Editor, in The Kansas City Times 


Community pride and a sense of 
civic responsibility are among tfRe assets 
of the Sedalia Symphony orchestra, 
which has been thriving for 20 success- 
ful seasons. ‘ The Central Missouri city 
feels it is justified now, after two dec- 
ades of making its own good music, in 
boasting a bit. 


The paradox of big orchestras tread- 
ing uneomfortably near financial chaos 
on the one side, and, on the other, of 
mushrooming new orchestras enthusias- 
tically supported in the smaller com- 
munities; has been something of a 
puzzle to observers of the American 
musical scene. Why does an orchestra 
of some 50 musicians thrive happily in 
a smaller city where there is a definite 
limit on potential listeners, while larger 
orchestras in metropolitan areas con- 
stantly are in the red? 


Some of the answers are found in a 
community such as Sedalia, population 
something over 20,000. An orchestra 
of 32 members was formed there in 
1935. Fifty-two musicians are in the 
orchestra now. It has grown steadily 


in size and quality of performance. 
The principal financial support at Se- 
dalia has come from business firms and 
individuals on the basis of yearly 
Pledges. In its first year there were 
30 sponsors. This season there are 102. 
Season tickets are sold at a modest 
figure to nonsponsors and subscribers. 

Compiled figures show that the sup- 
port of all symphony orchestras in the 
United States and Canada amounts to 
around $22,000,000, serving 10,000,000 
persons at an annual deficit of about 
$8,000,000 or nearly one third of the 
cost. 

Today there are 30 major orchestras 
in this country and 130 secondary ones, 
plus some 300 nonprofessional and 
school orchestras. The number of small 
symphonies in the United States and 
Canada has increased steadily since 
the end of World War II. This is in 
spite of the fact that none of them 
makes money and few. sustain them- 
selves on paid admissions alone. Most 
of the credit goes to a sound economy 
and a growing national appetite for 
good music, 


Between Book Ends 
A Dane Who Loved Freedom 


HEROIC HEART, by Kim Malthe-Bruun. (Random 

House, !77 pgs., $3.) 

Kim Malthe-Bruun, a young Dane, not 
only had a heroic heart but a poetic 
spirit and a love of freedom. These 
qualities were revealed in the letters 
that he wrote to his mother, Vibeke 
Malthe-Bruun, his sweetheart, Hanne, 
and a cousin, wand as set down in his 
diary, translated by Gerry Bothmer, 
with astonishing maturity, for he was 
only 17 when he began to write and 
only a year or two older when the Ges- 
tapo put him to death for his activities 
in the Danish underground. 


The letters, edited by the boy’s moth- 
er, are the more remarkable because, as 
she discloses in a prefatory chapter 
about his childhood, he was backward 
in his schooling, though he was contem- 
plative and at a very early age devel- 
oped a love for beauty and nature. Be- 
fore he was four years old, chided for 
disturbing his mother by singing, he 
soberly told her 
that he had swal- 
lowed a bird and it 
was the bird that 
kept on singing. 

When he was 17 
and had gone away 
and was writing to 
his sweetheart it 
was as though he 
had swallowed wis- 
- i dom beyond his 

{' years, for he wrote: 
‘‘Hanne, I feel more 
SS strongly than be- 
fore the importance 
‘to be’ for us both. 
It isn’t only that we 
love each other. It's so much bigger 
than we are. Some call it nature and 
some call it God, but you know that for 
us it’s the trees, the birds, the clouds, 
Also it’s the fledgling that you saw yes- 
terday flying from its nest. It’s the ex- 
citement we felt when we cut through 
the fjord under full sail while you were 
hanging on to the sheet—the sky, the 
clouds, the cold, clear morning air, the 
little bird fluttering over our heads—a 
world which reaches up and beyond, a 
moment so beautiful that there are no 
words to describe it.” 

Later when life was strenuous and 
dangerous it had no effect on his spir- 
its: “I do know that there is no other 
time in which I would prefer to have 
lived than the one we are now going 
through. Everything is trembling and 
the agony which is part of every birth is 
everywhere. Never has the world been 
exposed to such suffering, but never has 
the feeling of life been as strong or as 
intense as now. 


“I wouldn’t have missed this exper!- 
ence for anything. Neither the Gestapo 
or anyone else has frightened me in the 
least. I must say that up to the present 
time I’ve been very lucky to have the 
chance to live a life so full of change 
and movement with so many new im- 
pressions. It’s really wonderful to be 
alive. | don't know what death is like, 
but it would seem to me that it’s the 
high point of our lives. Then there is my 
Hanne. Make her see that the pilot stars 
are still shining.”

The congregation has bought 
the Conrad property, including 
an acre of ground, adjoining the 
church on the west and fronting 
on South Gore avenue. The two- 
story frame dwelling at 20 South 
Gore will be remodeled to pro- 
vide two apartments for minis- 
ters on the church staff. 

The acre of ground lies be- 
hind a row of commercial build- 
ings on West Lockwood. It will 
provide an area for recreation 
and a parking lot. This acre is 
dominated by an enormous 
elm tree, remarkable for size 
and symmetry, which is one of 
the finest specimens of this tree 
left in St. Louis county. 

The present church property 
extends on Lockwood to Elm 
avenue on the east. 

The new educational building 
and parish house, three-story 
and constructed of brick, will 
provide classrooms, a _ chapel 
named in honor of William 
Sample, a member of the church; 
fellowship hall, a memorial to 
Alexander Schmid; an auditori- 
um seating 500 persons, air-con- 
ditioned for summer services; a 
small dining room, youth lounge, 
Boy Scout room, Girl Scout 
room, nursery, church offices, 
and a kitchen.

‘So What?’ Attitude I 


s Deepest Theological 


Question, Preacher-Teacher-Editor 
Declares. 


There is a return to theology, 
according to the Rev. Dr. Théo- 
dore A. Gill, dean of the chap- 
el of Lindenwood College who 
last Sunday finished a _ five- 
month term as interim preacher 
at Second Presbyterian Church, 
St. Louis. He is associate editor 
and book editor of The Christian 
Century, Chicago, and manag- 
ing editor of The Pulpit, a 
magazine for preachers published 
by Christian Century. 


“The renewed concern for 
theology is plain in churches, 
colleges and seminaries,” the 
Rev. Dr. Gill said in an inter- 
view. 


He has had experience as a 
pastor, coming to Lindenwood 
College from a Presbyterian pas- 
torate in New York. 


“Twenty years ago the em- 
phasis was on social ethics. The 
depression of the ’30s, the sec- 
ond World War, the Korean War 
and the Cold War have had pro- 
found effect on our religious 
concerns,” he said. 


“Our problem as preachers 
and teachers is communication. 
We must try to make theology 
—what we mean by theology— 
meaningful to our congregations 
and classes. We must mediate 
it, translate it, point up its rele- 
vance. 


‘Why Be Interested?’ 


“There are some prior ques- 
tions that have to be answered. 
Whi do it at all? Why be inter- 
ested in such problems—theo- 
logical, religious, moral, or s0- 
cial? We must deal with the ‘So 
what’ attitude; this is the deep- 
est theological question of all. 

«“Whether they accept. the 
Christian assumptions or not, 
young people will have some 
assumptions. They will assume 
that the world is knowable. 

“The unquestioned commit- 
ments we make are the basic 
sources of our living. So we ask 
everybody to try out his basic 
assumptions. 

“Nobody is without a faith. 
We try to lead students to com- 
pare various faiths. 

“In the older theologies, the 
apologetic approach was used. 
The attitude was defensive, apol- 
ogetic. But proof was never 
found. There were two things 
wrong with that old approach: 


ing it. What does this faith mean 
in politics, economics, business, 
arts, homemaking? 


“One of the major battlefields 
for our Christian faith—for any 
faith—is in the field of the in- 
terpretation of history. 


“History in general does not 
betray any meaning. As Rein- 
hold Neibuhr has been pointing 
out for years, there are ambigui- 
ties. You can select the items of 
history which you want to em- 
phasize and prove just about 
what you want to prove. 


“Yet Christians insist history 
does have a meaning. It is going 
somewheré ‘on purpose.’. There 
is a revelation of the meaning 
of history. There is a specific 
part of history from which you 
can understand all history—the 
Hebrew-Christian chronicles. 


“Our is not a dictated reve- 
lation. God took a hand in his- 
tory, im the affairs of men, ac- 
cording to our tradition, and 
revealed Himself. The Bible is 
the record of that revelation, 
not the revelation itself. We 
see what God was doing, is still 
doing. 

"In this revelation we find a 
God of holiness and righteous- 
ness, a God of redeeming love. 
We see how sin hurts; but sin 
is forgiven. We find there is 
meaning in the world. We come 
out of this study with faith and 
hope that what is good and right 
will be taken up and saved ever- 
lastingly.”

OR some reason best known to themselves, M-G-M has 
seen fit to immortalize the tempestuous marriage of 
Ruth Etting, the famous popular singer, and Martin - 


(the Gimp) Snyder, which after 15 years ended in a mess 


in the late ‘30’s—and in the film, “LOVE 
ME OR LEAVE ME,” showing at LOEW’S 
STATE THEATER, is depicted as always 
having been somewhat a mess. 

The script has attempted to shine 
up some of the more sordid details, but 
the fact remains the net accomplishment 
has been to give James Cagney, as Snyder, 


a chance for a striking portrayal of a character so repulsive 
he’s almost amusing at times, and Doris Day, as Miss Etting, 
to sing a great many of the songs for which she was famous. 
It is, probably contrary to intentions, Cagney’s picture.

(Alderman, here 
given the first name of “Johnny,” is played by Cameron 


Mitchell.)

papers. Miss Etting, starting as a night-club chorus girl in 


Chicago, got into the Ziegfeld 


Follies in 1927 as a star 


because Irving Berlin liked her singing records, and later 
starred in Ziegfeld’s “Whoopee” with Eddie Cantor, in 
“Simple Simon” with Ed Wynn, and in the 1931 Follies. 
She divorced Snyder, her agent, in 1937, The next year 


Snyder shot AlderfRan at her 


home. Shortly after that 


Alderman and Miss Etting were married, and Miss Etting 
was sued for $150,000 alienation of affections by Alder- 
man’s second wife. Snyder was convicted of the shooting, 
but obtained an order for a new trial and finally was 
freed of the charge. The second Mrs. Alderman lost ‘the 
alienation suit. Miss Etting made a comeback in a New 
York night club in 1947, but since little has been heard 
of her. It is understood Snyder was paid $10,000 to agree 
to the unlovely, portrayal of himself in the film.

OR a porch or patio supper 

or an in-the-house meal, on 

a warm evening, a hearty 
salad may be the main dish. 
With hot rolls and plenty of 
steaming coffee, appetites will 
be satisfied. 


The famous California salad, 
sometimes known as Caesar’s, 
is in my opinion more appro- 
priate when featured at supper 
than when it is served on the 
side with meat and vegetables. 
There seem to be a number 
of different recipes, each pro- 
claimed as authentic. All of 
them are alike in one respect. 
They contain a number %f in- 
gredients. 


A simpler chef's salad. made 
hearty with strips of cold ham 
or chicken or both, may be 
your choice. It may be a mix- 
‘ture of a number of cooked 
or raw vegetables tossed with 
a well-flavored dressing. 


You may like to season with 
one of the powdered mixes de- 
signed especially to give a tang 
to salad dressing. 


As a convenient time-saving 
device for summer meals, a 
stock of those fine, heavy pa- 
per plates, containers and cof- 
fee cups, should be on hand. 


Even the latter are strong 
enough to hold a hot beverage. 
The small containers can be 
used for vegetable service and 
for the preparation of dessert. 

Design and color of all of 
these together with the modern 
lines of paper napkins are at- 
tractive on the summer table. 


California Salad. 


Two cloves garlic, peeled; one- 
quarter cup olive oil, two cups 
toasted bread cubes, two heads 
romaine or other greens, one- 
third cup olive oil, one table- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-half tea- 
spoon pepper, one-half cup 
grated Parmesan cheese, one- 
quarter cup crumbled blue 
cheese, one egg, juice of one 
lemon.

In the not too distant past, 
South’s jump rebid, over score, 
would have been thoroughly in 
line with the practice of almost 
every expert, but of late this 
sort of aggressiveness has been 
severely toned dows in some 
quarters. Just why this is 60 
is something that cannot be ex- 
plained by this observer—the 
jump rebid meets every test of 
logic, but certain “stylists” 
among the well known players 
seem to have set. up a rule that 
demands 100 per cent safety for 
all bids over score. Very obvious- 
ly, safety is a fine thing, but 
when it prohibits the most rea- 
sonable types of speculation, 
then it is not quite so fine. 

It is plain that North, after 
marking time for a moment with 
his three-diamond call, based 
his final slam bid on the simple 
generality that South had an 


excellent club suit with ‘“‘ade- 
quate” side strength. North 
couldn’t find out everything 


about controls, and didn’t try to. 
His “‘general-direction bidding,” 
though despised by the fore- 
mentioned stylists, made a great 
deal of sense. 

Unfortunately, however, South 
wasn’t too strong on “percentage 
plays,” and when West unkindly 
opened a trump, South went 
wrong. Realizing that the ene- 
my would not permit him to ruff 
a spade on the table, he cashed 
some more trumps, unblocked 
the diamond king, and then led 
a spade to the ace and discarded 
his low heart on the diamond 
ace. Then he led a spade toward 
the queen, risking*everything on 
finding the spade king right... . 
It wasn’t. 

It would have been much more 
sensible to go out for the heart 
suit, playing for either the king 
on-side or a 3-3 break. Aijll 
South had to do was to draw 
trumps and lead the ace and the 
low heart, later using both of 
dummy’s aces as entries.

But there are potential health 
hazards that can accompany a 
weekend in the country and 
your health division offers the 
following precautions to avoid 
them. 

One of the most serious of 
these is the drinking water. In 
order to be sure the water at 
your cottage is safe to drink 
St. Louis residents may have a 
sample analyzed without cost by 
obtaining a sterile bottle from 
the Sanitation Section, Room 
62, Municipal Courts building.

UNTIL you are sure of the 
safety of your water all that 
you drink should be boiled for 
at least 10 minutes. Avoid 
drinking water from sources of 
unknown purity. Many a case 
of typhoid fever has been traced 
to drinking clear, sparkling wa- 
ter from wells or springs that 
were contaminated. 

Remember, too, that milk in 
St. Louis meets rigid’ health 
standards. This miay not be true 
in many rural] areas. So be safe. 
Be sure the milk you drink has 
been pasteurized. Don’t run the 
risk of contracting such diseases 
as tuberculosis, undulant fever, 
or typhoid fever by drinking 
raw milk. 

An attractive suntan is not 
acquired in one day—or even 
one weekend—but a severe sun- 
burn with painful and sometimes 
serious after effects can be. Un- 
til your skin is accustomed to 
jit take the sun in small doses.

RESPECT all “no swimming” 
signs and avoid swimming in 
water that is in the vicinity of 
a sewage outlet. Choose a safe 
place to swim—preferably a 
beach or pool where a lifeguard 
is in attendance.

Never swim alone or too soon

“Why does the moon show in 
the day?” 

It is usual to see the moon, 
planets and stars after sunset, 
but there are times when the 
silvery moon appears in the day- 
time. I have seen it during the 
morning as well as in the after- 
noon. 


a 

TO ANSWER this question, I 
wish to say first that there are 
stars in the sky all the time, 
whether night or day. We rarely 
see them during the day be- 
cause the sunshine is so bright 
that it floods out the light of 
the stars. 

This is true of the moon as 
well as the stars, except that 
the moon is hidden from sight 
during a few nights (as well as 
days) each month. The moon 
circles the earth in about four 
weeks, and during a period it is 
between the earth and the sun, 
almost directly. At that time the 
sun shines on the half of the 
moon which is turned complete- 
ly away from the earth,

however, we are able to see at 
least a small part of the moon 
at night. When the air is clear, 
and when the moon is in a good 
position to reflect sunshine 
strongly to us, we can see it in 
the daytime—because the sun 
then fails to flood out the moon-

SEVERAL PROOFS exist that 
the moon, planets and stars 


shine in the daytime. Men have 
gone to the bottom of very deep 
holes, and have reported seeing 
the heavenly bodies shining dur- 
ing daylight. 

In addition people see stars at 
the time of a total eclipse of the 
sun. Like millions of others, I 
have seen some of the stars ap- 
pear in the sky at such a time. 
After broad daylight came dark- 
ness and the sight of stars and 
planets. 

There is a difference between 
the sky on a clear night and at 
the time of an eclipse. I saw 
fewer stars when the sun was 
covered totally, but a point was 


proved by the fact that some 
stars appeared.
